DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or teach a first path for a linear motor with two branch portions and a 
routing system positioned between the first path and the two branches paths, said routing system 
having at least one armature winding as recited in claims 1,11 and 20. The prior art of record 
does not disclose or teach first, second and third paths for a linear motor with a junction having 
at least one armature winding as recited in claims 23 and 25. Claim 25 is a method claim while 
claim 23 is a structure claims. However method claim 25 includes the junction and armature 
winding and is allowable for that reason. In regard to Japanese reference 3-7003, the passage 
fi-om the last paragraph on page 5 to hne 13 of page 6 makes clear that the armature winding is 
on the movable member, not the path. The path has elements 25a, 25b that are secondary 
conductors.
